1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the sectional views 
must be properly cross-hatched to reflect the material claimed or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: there must be 
a brief description for each drawing figure. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 9 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant is advised that a claim for a "second" weld implies that there is a first. 
However a first weld hasn't been claimed in claim 9, 7 or 1 . A first weld is set forth in 
claim 4. 

4. Claim 20 recites the limitation "said bottom section" in line 1 and "said top 
section" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 6 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Allen et al '995. 

Allen et al teach a liquid holding vessel with inner and outer spaced walls of 
polycarbonate as claimed. Note the welds at 31-33. 

6. Claims 1, 2, 4, 10-12, 16. 21, 23, 24, 26 and 27 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kupperman et al '942. 

Kupperman et al also teach a liquid holing vessel with spaced inner an outer 
walls of polycarbonate material. Note the upper resealable unit which is coupled to the 
inner wall, as claimed. 
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7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 3-5 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 1 and 4 above, and further in view of Bunge 
'316. 

To have formed inner and outer walls of transparent material and provided a 
taper at the top would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Bunge. 

9. Claims 1, 2, 12,14-17, 20, 22-25 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Piker '603 in view of Allen et al '995. 

To have formed the inner and outer walls of the fluid container of Piker of 
polycarbonate material in the manner taught by Allen et al would have been most 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art. 

10. Claims 7-9 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 1, 4 and 12 above, and further in view of Lin 
•903. 

To have provided the container with a base adapter covering the joint would have 
been obvious in view of such teaching by Lin at 24. 

1 1 . Claim 19 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. The patents show double wall constructions.
